Our effort in this article will be to 
establish our consolation in the Holy 
Ghost (the servant of God) and our 
confidence in His mission and activities 
on the earth.

Even the Spirit of truth; whom the 
world cannot receive; because it seeth 
him not, neither knoweth him: but ye 
know him; for he dwelleth with you, 
and shall be in you. I will not leave you 
comfortless: I will come to you,” John 
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14:15-18. How Lord? In the personage 
of the Holy Ghost. “But now I go my 
way to him that sent me; and none of 
you asketh me, Whither goest thou?” 
John 16:5. No, surely they couldn’t 
marshall words forming a question as to 
the significance of His meaning of de- 
parture.

Still we hear 
Him cry, But I can’t reach every one, 
men are dying everywhere, lost, lost. I 
can’t get to them, something must be 
done. I must depart, I must go, I must 
go back to Him that sent me, and pray 
the Father to send another Comforter 
quickly and when He is come He will 
reprove men, singularly and collectively; 
He is able to reach them all. Ah yes, 
He can visit every one in the whole 
world, He can help all. Thank God, He 
is sent and so we have the Holy Ghost 
on the earth today. First, to reprove the 


world of sin. 
REPROVER 
Righteousness exalteth a nation, but 
sin is a reproach to any people. The 
Holy Ghost first reproves men of their 
sins. 
CON VICTOR 
He then convicts the heart, showing 
man where he stands in the sight of God, 
causing him to feel the need of God. 
REGENERATOR 
Still He strives with the convicted 
heart, working till godly sorrow for sin 
is created, bringing repentance and a 
surrender to God for peace. At this in- 


stance God wonderfully pardons and 
gives peace. 
SANCTIFIER 
We hear Brother Paul in Rom. 15:16 


exclaim, “That I should be the minister 
of Jesus Christ to the Gentiles, minis- 
tering the gospel of God, that the of- 
fering up of the Gentiles might be ac- 
ceptable, being sanctified by the Holy 
Ghost.” Yes, He is our sanctifier, He is 
the performer, operator, He is the ap- 
plier of the spilled blood of our Savior. 

We hear someone say, “I thought we 
were sanctified by the blood.” No, in- 
deed. Heb. 13:12 says, “Wherefore Je- 
sus also, that he might sanctify the peo- 
ple with his own blood, suffered with- 
out the gate.” With and by are the two 
words of indication. Both affirm the re- 
spective position of the spilled blood and 
the one who applies it. Truly we are 
sanctified with the blood but by the

Rev. 2:4, 5, “Nevertheless I have 
somewhat against thee, because thou 
hast left thy first love. Remember there- 
fore from whence thou art fallen, and 
repent, and do the first works; or else 
I will come unto thee quickly, and will 
remove thy candlestick out of his place, 
except thou repent.” 


Dear saints of God, this little message 
was given to me Sunday morning while 
Brother Chambers was preaching. I saw 
the condition of the Church today. Some 
that once had the victory in their souls 
have grown cold. They have lost the 
vision of true holiness.

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Ohio Preachers’ Revival 


On May 16 the Ohio preachers and 
some visiting preachers from other 
states met at Middletown, Ohio. This was 
a new name for this meeting and I think 
a very appropriate one.

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The Kingdom Judgment 


“When the Son of man shall come in 
his glory, and all the holy angels with 
him, then shall he sit upon the throne 
of his glory: And before him shall be 
gathered all nations: and he shall sepa- 
rate them one from another, as a shep- 
herd divideth his sheep from the goats: 
And he shall set the sheep on his right 
hand, but the goats on the left,’ Matt. 
25:31-33. 

This judgment is to be distinguished 
from the judgment of the great white 
throne. There is no resurrection at this 
judgment, and this is the judgment of 
nations and not individuals. No books 
are opened at this judgment but Jesus 
gathers all nations and begins the sepa- 
ration. This is in contrast to the white 
throne judgment, Rev. 20:11-15. This 
judgment will take place just at the close 
of the seven years of tribulation, and 
the white throne judgment will take 
place at the close of the thousand years’ 
reign. Jesus descends on the clouds of 
heaven and He brings with Him all the 
redeemed who have been caught up with 
Him, 1 Thess. 4:13-16. 

“And I saw heaven opened, and be- 





hold a white horse; and he that sat upon | 


him was called Faithful and True, and in 
righteousness he doth judge and make 
war. His eyes were as a flame of fire, 
and on his head were many crowns; and 
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he had a name written, that no man 
knew, but he himself. And he was 
clothed with a vesture dipped in blood: 
and his name is called The Word of 
God. And the armies which were in 
heaven followed him upon white horses, 
clothed in fine linen, white and clean. 
And out of his mouth goeth a sharp 
sword, that with it he should smite the 
nations: and he shall rule them with a 
rod of iron: and he treadeth the wine- 
press of the fierceness and wrath of Al- 
mighty God. And he hath on his ves- 
ture and on his thigh a name written, 
KING OF KINGS, AND LORD OF 
LORDS,” Rev. 19:11-16. 

At this time Jesus begins His work 
among the nations that have been gath- 
ered at Jerusalem by the man of sin or 
Antichrist, and by His presence they are 
confused and actually exterminate them- 
selves. Then He gathers the remnant in- 
to the valley of judgment. Zech. 12:8- 
10; 13:9; 14:1-3. These scriptures have 
a twofold meaning. In A. D. 70 Titus 
came against Jerusalem and finally took 
the city and led the people away captive. 
Truly they paid for having Jesus cru- 
cified. 

“And his feet shall stand in that day 
upon the mount of Olives, which is be- 
fore Jerusalem on the east, and the 
mount of Olives shall cleave in the 
midst thereof toward the east and to- 
ward the west, and there shall be a very 
great valley; and half of the mountain 
shall remove toward the north, and half 
of it toward the south. And ye shall flec 
to the valley of the mountains; for the 
valley of the mountains shall reach un- 
to Azal: yea, ye shall flee, like as ye fled 
from before the earthquake in the days 
of Uzziah king of Judah: and the Lord 
my God shall come, and all the saints 
with thee,” Zech. 14:4, 5. 

At this time the Mount of Olives will 
cleave and make the great valley of 
judgment. All the remnants of the na- 
tions that have been gathered by the 
beast to stamp out the last trace of sal- 
vation and rid the earth of all Christian 
profession will be in Jerusalem carrying 
on their deadly work under the super- 
vision of Antichrist. When Jesus de- 
scends on the clouds of heaven He will 
bring consternation to these armies and 
then according to Zech. 14:4 He stands 
again on Mount Olive. Then this king- 
dom judgment mentioned in Matt. 25: 
31-45 will take place. The sheep nations 
mentioned here are those who have or- 
dered their form of government after 
divine righteousness prescribed in God's 
Word. They are not supposed to be 
Christians at heart, or at least many of 
them will not be, but they will rever- 
ence God and at this critical time there 
will be a hundred and forty-four thou- 
sand Jews who will be surrounded by 
the beast and his armies, according to

Let Us Walk Honestly 


We once heard an evangelist say, ““The 
saints need a baptism of love.” We feel 
today that if there were such a thing as 
a baptism of good, old-fashioned hones- 
ty, it would meet a great need. 

We dare say that good, clear-cut, 
straightforward honesty is the founda- 
tion stone of all that is good. “If the 
foundation be destroyed, what can the 
righteous do?” Psa. 11:3. 

A two-faced, deceptive, dishonest per- 
son is not a channel through which, nor 
an instrument by which, God can per- 
form His will; but such furnish ave- 
nues for Satan’s activities. 

WHAT IS IT TO BE DISHONEST? 

All know that an outspoken liar is not 
honest. Even if cornered, making state- 
ments that are false, in order to clear 
one’s self, is lying and therefore wicked. 

Men may lie by covering up or di- 
verting the truth. 

To misrepresent the truth or put a 
different shading on it, to deceive, is ly- 
ing. 

Any act to mislead or deceive in order 
to make others think a thing is true, 
which we know is not true, is dishones- 
ty of a deep lie. 

Webster gives sincerity as one of the 
principles of honesty. But a man who is 
dealing in deception is anything else but 
sincere. He works under false colors. He 
seeks to keep his true motive hidden. He 
is therefore dishonest and condemned of 
God. 

Again, justice is given as * another 
principle of honesty. Tens of thousands 
today lack justice and right dealing in 
the home, in the business world, in the 
social world, and even in the Church. 

To be fair, frank, or open is given as 
a further definition to honesty. How 
often we hear the cry “unfair.” But 
honest men are always ready to be fair. 
Men who are not even Christians may be 
fair and honest with their fellow men in 
the world, but they can not lead a 
Christian life without being honest and 
fair with God and with man. 

WHY ARE MEN DISHONEST? 

It is because of underlying sin, a sin 
that God can not readily overlook. Sin 
that is most hideous to God may not 
seem so to men. In the Word of God 
there are instances of sin that brought 
down God’s immediate judgments, yet 
to man the offences seemed insignificant. 

Look at Cain’s offering and what be- 
came of it, Gen. 4; Heb. 11:4. 

Look at Balaam and his pious profes- 
sion, prayer, etc., and yet see what dis- 
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honesty he covered up. See the whole 
record, what God had to say about it, 
Num. 22; 2 Peter 2:14; Jude 11. 

Take the case of Gehazi. How nice he 
made his story to Naaman—so reason- 
able, so true to life—yet what a covet- 
ous, lying, dishonest heart he had be- 
neath! The leprosy that came on him 
was a just recompense for the sin of that 
dishonest heart, 2 Kings 5. 

Read the story of King Uzziah in 2 
Chronicles 26. God had prospered and 
blessed him, yet the pride and sin of 
his own selfish heart was the cause of 
his destruction. 

In Acts § is the case of Ananias and 
Sapphira, who were wrecked on_ the 
“rocks of dishonesty.” 

And these are by no means all who 
have struck these rocks. Think of the 
thousands who have met the same fate. 
Many whose names do not appear as 
“wrecks” on any church roll or minis- 
terial list, yet that “cankerous” disease 
of dishonesty has done its deadly work. 
They sail on with colors flying, al- 
though their spiritual life is destroyed; 
the full story will be out at the judg- 
ment. 

The underlying. reasons for dishones- 
ty, unfair dealing, deception and wrong 
doing both in the world and_ in the 
Church are today what they have ever 
been; namely, selfishness, _self-seeking, 
pride, love of position, covetousness, 
malice, etc. All true Christians and min- 
isters will do well to beware of this ug- 
ly brood. 

WHAT GOD SAYS ABOUT 
HONESTY 

In the great work of the Church it is 
the “honest and good heart” that brings 
forth fruit. They are the “good ground 
bearers,” Luke 8:15. 

In dealing with God and men, princi- 
ples of honesty, only, must be used, so 
says the great Apostle, 2 Cor. 8:21. 

The writer of the greatest spiritual 
truths puts honesty, purity, justice, 
truth, goodness, etc., in the same class. 
Phil. 4:8. 

The man who preached the first great 
Pentecostal sermon put honesty and 
good works on the same level. 1 Peter 2: 
12. 

The peaceable, godly life, 1 Tim. 2:2, 
has as its essential element “‘ a good con- 
science” and an honest walk, Heb. 12: 
18. 

In Acts 6:3 we have positive direc- 
tions for the selecting of men of honest 
report for some specific work in the 
Church, but is it possible that any of the 
work of the Church can be carried for- 
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ward unless by this type of men? I trow 
not.

Our Missionaries in India 














Above is Mr. and Mrs. Hoyle L Case, 
clo Robt. H. Cook, Travancore, Chen- 
gannur Post Office, South India, for- 
merly of Cleveland, Tenn., who are 
scheduled to arrive in India this week. 
We are praying that God will make them 
a great blessing over there on the other 
side of the world. It isn’t so hard to go 
out for a few weeks or a month or two 
in revivals where one can run home on 
short notice, but leaving home and loved 
ones, and going thousands and thousands 
of miles to remain for years, to prove a 
blessing to lost and dying men, women, 
and children you have never seen be- 
fore, is quite different. But God will 
bless you and help you, Brother Hoyle 
and Sister Mildred. 

Sister Mildred Case (formerly Black- 
well), was a faithful member of the 
faculty of Bible Training School while 
I was superintendent, and Brother Case 
was a good and faithful student. Our as- 
sociation in the school work welded the 
ties of understanding and appreciation 
that I feel shall never be broken. 

I now recall to memory many times in 


our mission classes that our thoughts 
and continued prayers for the mission- 
aries and the mission fields, brought 


such a burden that weeping and praying 
continued through several study periods 
and sometimes half a day and longer. 
This was also true while Sister Mildred 
was teacher of this class. While one of 
the officials was speaking on missions 
and realizing God was dealing with 
souls, Sister Mildred said she felt God 
definitely call her for the mission field. 
Brother Case, such a nice young man, 
also felt God dealing with him, and call- 
ing him to the foreign fields too. 

We realize you have a great work, but 
God is able to help you and our other 


missionaries there among that vast pop- 
ulation near 352,000,000. Statistics show 
from 1921 to 1931 the population in- 
creased 10.2%. For the same time the 
Hindus increased 10.4%, the Moslems 
increased about 13%, the Buddhists 
10.5%; Animists decreased 15.3% and 
Christians showed an increase of 32.5%, 
which is fully twice or three times as 
fast as any one of the others, their 
hearts are hungering for the love of the 
Lord Jesus Christ. But oh! the sad plight 
with the multimillions under the com- 
bined forces of Satan, worshipping gods 
that can’t see, gods that can’t hear nor 
answer their crys. I know you, Brother 
and Sister Case, are happy that you are 
privileged to help those poor little souls. 

Those of you who attended the last 
General Assembly will remember Sister 
Case speaking of going to India, and 
asked that we “hold the ropes” as they 
descended to the dark regions to rescue 
souls. A blast is heard. The earth quiv- 
ers. Men are trapped and loved ones and 
friends rush frantically to the mouth of 
the mine when some brave ones step up 
saying, “We will go down if you will 
hold the rope.” A large group eagerly 
grabs the rope and are ready to assist in 
saving the men if possible. Brother and 
Sister Case have volunteered and have 
descended just about as far as they can 
go (half around the world—to con- 
tinue farther would be getting nearer on 
the other side). Yes! we are holding the 
ropes. We have a part, a great part! 

A few years ago I knew of a certain 
young lady who had just graduated from 
junior college and attended a great 
Church gathering of which church she 
was a member. (Incidentally, she be- 
came a Christian and filled with the 
Holy Ghost at the age of seven.) As she 
took part in the service some  well- 
dressed young ladies criticized her for 
her dress not being nice enough for one 
to appear at such a meeting, saying, 
“It’s too this, too that, too plain,” etc. 
*T was true the dress was plain but plenty 
of it, for her mother had remade it from 
her own, as the family had to use great 
economy to enable the young lady to 
continue to study and teach, but today 
she is a missionary. As for the poor girls 
who criticized—well, it just doesn’t pay 
to criticize. They have had their heart- 
aches especially. 

Young people, set your hearts to serve 
God regardless of the criticism for your 
being old-timey. God can _ only use 
hearts best that are consecrated most. He 
is calling for laborers. Will you go? Re- 
member to help those who do go. Won’t 
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you help hold the ropes? 

Brother and Sister Blackwell (T. F.), 
God will abundantly reward you for 
your gift—a daughter to India. I know 
that you have done all that could be ex- 
pected of you, even far more than many 
a parent under similar circumstances 
have done. Sister Mildred made a splendid 
teacher in Bible School, and a competent 
and efficient employee in the Publishing 
House, where she won the love and ad- 
miration of the good people of Cleveland; 
but now she is engaged in a far nobler 
work. You, too, will receive your 
part of the reward in the rescue of lost 
souls from benighted India. 

Brother and Sister Case, your hearts, 
I am sure, never beat faster when you 
looked on the face of the little embry- 
otic man whom you prayed would bless 
the world, than when Hoyle set sail for 
the foreign fields.

OUR MISSION TOUR TO 
DATE

At the time of our last 
were in Guatemala where nearly six 
weeks were spent in going over the work 
with our missionaries, Brother and Sister 
Furman. The welcome which we re- 
ceived not only at the mission head- 
quarters in Totonicapan, but the vari- 
ous stations throughout the field, _ is 
worthy of mention and was very highly 
appreciated. Especially do we want to 
thank the Lord for the way He blessed 
our efforts as we went from place to 
place. Most of the missions were visited 
during the time and we were privileged 
to meet the majority of our members 
who gathered at the main stations. 

Our first big meeting was held at 
Chuachituj, where we were called to 
dedicate a new chapel built by one of 
our Indian believers as stated before. 
The building is made of adobe—dried 
mud bricks—and is quite substantial in 
its construction. It is covered with red 
Spanish tile, all handmade by the same 
man. The timber used in the framework 
was hewn out by hand also, and the 
stone had to be mined and burned to 
make the limé for whitewashing. Our 
Indian brethren there certainly are work- 
ers, and God is blessing their efforts.

What About Your Boy and 
Girl? 

Many thousands of young boys and 
girls are attending schools and colleges 
where the name of Jesus is being ridi- 
culed and mocked at. Any student be- 
lieving in the inspiration of the Bible 
is considered of low mental type. These 
modernistic institutions have “‘no Jesus,” 


“no Bible,” ‘no haven of rest.” Can 
you, as a Christian, conceive of _ living 
in a nation without these things which 


tend to make our lives so blessed? We 
have to look no further than Russia to 
see a nation existing in such a state of 
condition. 

Atheism is sweeping America’s uni- 
versities and colleges today. James H. 
Leuba, professor of Psychology, at Bryn 
Mawr College has questioned students of 
nine of the leading universities of the 
land. He found that almost one-third of 
the students deny the existence of a per- 
sonal God and disbelieve also in person- 
al immortality. According to Professor 
Leuba’s report the largest percentage of 
BELIEVERS is in the freshman class 
and the largest percentage of UNBE- 
LIEVERS (or by now atheists) in the 
senior class. The professor has been 
quoted as saying, 

“The student statistics show that 
young people enter college with the be- 
liefs still accepted in the average home 
of the land that as their mental pow- 
ers mature a large percentage of them 
abandon the cardinal Christian beliefs.” 

This should convince any sane 
mother or father that these atheistic 
places of learning are nothing more than 
soul-stealing dens of the devil. I would 
advise any mother or father to investi- 
gate the university, college or high 
school you let your boy or girl attend. 
Examine the textbooks. Read them 
through and play safe. Your boy’s and 
girl’s future destiny depends a great 
deal on what they learn from books and 
teachers. 

Textbooks, especially for science and 
history, suitable to teach Christian boys 
and girls, are very rare. To give an ex- 
ample of what I am talking about I 
would like to quote one of the latest 
textbooks on science, which is being 
used in some of our leading colleges and 
schools of the land: 

“The geologists adduced convincing 
evidence that the account of the creation 
set down in the Bible was historically un- 
true. 

Every well-informed person knows 
this is untrue. The author is ignorant of 
the fact that every denial made against 
the truth of the historical facts men- 
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tioned in the Bible by the geologists have 
been offset by Christian men by the use 
of the Bible itself. I will quote further, 

“The historical truth of all the facts 
in the Bible is maintained by only about 
as many people as believe in a flat earth.” 

I’m sure the author would change his 
mind if he would change his associates. 
It is said, “Birds of a feather flock to- 
gether.” This statement shows how un- 
acquainted he is with the BELIEFS of 
the teeming millions of Christians to- 
day. 

Mothers and fathers, I am quoting to 
you from the textbook that perhaps your 
own boy or girl uses. I want you to see 
what is being crammed down the throat 
of the youth today. I shall quote again 
from this same science book: 

"Men of science, with few exceptions, 
do not consider the question of the 
literal truth of the Biblical account of 
creation to be worth discussing, since 
there is not evidence for, and much 
against, it.” 

Perhaps your son or daughter studied 
a lesson like this today or yesterday in 
high school or college. 

God give us schools that stand for the 
principles of truth and right and uplift 
Jesus and teach boys and girls how to 
live according to the Bible. 

Can you get a vision of Russia today 
where atheism and materialism are taught 
in the schools; where churches are closed 
by order of Soviet government; where 
store windows display atheistic decora- 
tions, and newspapers print cartoons 
ridiculing God? WHAT! Is America 
next? God forbid. It is said Charles 
Smith of Little Rock, Arkansas, has 
printed a big sign across his front win- 
dow entitled, “God is a ghost; the Bible 
is a lie.” Also, that many of the students 
of colleges and high schools are organ- 
ized into atheistic clubs in America to- 
day. 

NOW IS THE ACCEPTED TIME 

While your boy and girl are tender, 
young, in their making, being moulded 
and shaped to life, be sure you put them 
in the right environment and _ school. 
O. S. Marden places emphasis on envir- 
onment, “Even the strongest of us are 
not beyond the reach of our environ- 
ment. No matter how independent, 
strong-willed, and determined our na- 
ture, we are constantly being modified 
by our surroundings. Take the best-born 
child, with the greatest inherited ad- 
vantages, and let it be reared by savages, 
and how many of it inherited tendencies 
will remain? If brought up from in- 
fancy in a barbarous, brutal atmosphere, 
it will, of course, become brutal.” 

Bring a boy or girl up under the bar- 
barous, modernistic teachings of the day 
and you will likely lose him forever. But 
place that same boy or girl with a group 
of loyal, sincere, true-hearted Christian 
characters, and watch him grow into a 
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mighty strong oak for God. 

Which will you sacrifice, the soul of 
your child or the small amount of mon- 
ey that it will take to place him or her 
in the Bible Training School, where he 
or she will be in the right environment 
and taught the right thing?

Rev. 7:4-8, “And I heard the number 
of them which were sealed: and there 
were sealed an hundred and forty and 
four thousand of all the tribes of the 
children of Israel. Of the tribe of Juda 
were sealed twelve thousand. Of the 
tribe of Reuben were sealed twelve thou- 
sand. Of the tribe of Gad were sealed 
twelve thousand. Of the tribe of Aser 
were sealed twelve thousand. Of the 
tribe of Nepthalim were sealed twelve 
thousand. Of the tribe of Manasses 
were sealed twelve thousand. Of the 
tribe of Simeon were sealed twelve thou- 
sand. Of the tribe of Levi were sealed 
twelve thousand. Of the tribe of Issa- 
char were sealed twelve thousand. Of 
the tribe of Zabulon were sealed twelve 
thousand. Of the tribe of Joseph were 
sealed twelve thousand. Of the tribe of 
Benjamin were sealed twelve thousand.” 

This hundred and forty-four thou- 
sand Jews will be kept by the Lord dur- 
ing the last three and a half years of the 
tribulation week for some divine pur- 
pose out in the thousand years’ reign. 
Many believe they'll help Jesus order the 
general affairs among the nations. These 
nations will till the soil and occupy the 
cities upon earth, while the saints will 
be kept in a special camp with Jesus. 

The sheep nations are those who have 
done good to His brethren and I am 
sure it refers to the hundred and forty- 
four thousand in their starved and 
naked condition during this time 
of awful persecution, and also to the de- 
scendants during the present day. These 
nations seemed to be astonished when 
Jesus said, “As often as ye did it unto 
these my brethren ye did it unto me.” 
They merit their place in the thousand 
years’ reign from the kindness shown ¢o 
Jesus’ brethren which I am sure refers 
to the Jews.

There is no place for “Lazy Bones” 
among them. They represent some of 
the world’s most primitive and yet ar- 
tistic workers, living much the same as 
did their ancestors in the days before 
America was discovered by the white 
man, except they have lost their savage 
traits. 

We also dedicated a new chapel built 
by another one of these brethren az 
Poxlajuj where we enjoyed blessed fel- 
lowship together. Our work is carried on 
mostly in the big pine country high up 
in the mountain fastness. The Central 
Station is located around the 8,000 foot 
level and part of the time we were 
about 10,600 feet up, with other peaks 
around, some of which were about 
15,000 feet high. It was quite pleasant 
in the sun during the day but cool 
enough for fire in the shade, and at 
night it was cold. It seemed so strange 
to see people in the tropics wrapped up 
in woolen blankets and bundled up in 
heavy overcoats to keep warm. It is the 
altitude that makes the difference. It 
was rather trying on one’s health coming 
from the sultry coastal plains. 


BACK TO HAITI 
\/Having been called upon to take the 
provisional oversight of the work in 
Haiti, it was necessary to make another 
call in that island before continuing our 
mission tour of the Spanish Main. We 
went by car to Kezaltenango, Guate- 
mala, where a plane was waiting to take 
us to Guatemala City in time to connect 
with the last train to Puerto Barrios, 
connecting with another plane flying to 
Belize, Honduras, this being the cheap- 
est and best way to make the return trip. 
We made the trip to Belize in a one- 
motored, five-passenger, balanca land- 
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plane. There being no other passengers 
aboard, I rode up in the cockpit with 
the pilot, one Mr. Smith, an American 
daredevil flier from near my home in 
California. It was rather thrilling to fly 
over the sea much of the way in a land- 
plane, then over wild tropical jungles 
miles from civilization, deep in the 
boggy coastal forests with no place to 
land in case of emergency. From British 
Honduras we took a ship for the crossing 
of the Caribbean Sea‘to Jamaica. Arriv- 
ing in Kingston four days later we were 
in meeting one night with the folks 
there where we met Brother M. P. 
Cross who was in Jamaica on business 
for the Foreign Mission Board. It not be- 
ing possible to get boat connection at the 
time, I booked passage in a plane flying to 
Cuba and Haiti, the same one in which 
Brother Walker and I made the crossing 
to Cuba. On arriving over Jamaica the 
plane ran into a storm and cracked up, 
falling into the sea, where it sank shortly 
afterward. Fortunately a ship was steam- 
ing near by and rescued the twelve pas- 
sengers and the four crew members, along 
with the mail and baggage. A radio mes- 
sage was set to the States and Miami, 
Fla., living up to the reputation her 
French Creole name suggests (Me-ah- 
me). “My Friend” dispatched a relief 
plane which bore us on our way to 
Haiti, where we are engaged in another 
red-hot mission campaign at this writ- 


ing.
